Several 
times  at  night  they  have  been  discov- 
ered by  the  searchlight*  of  the  war- 
ships, and  shells  drove  them  back  Into 
the  hills. 

About  1  o'clock  this  morning  3,000 
Turkish  troops  with  Held  guns  were 
discovered  advancing  in  two  columns 
With  the  evident  Intention  of  recup- 
turlng  the  town.  A  large  body  of  na- 
tives marched  with  the  troops  and 
presented  a  formidable  array. 

The  Italian  commander,  however, 
bad  an  Intimation  that  such  an  at- 
tempt probably  would  be  made.  *nd 
hit    men    were   prepared. 

The  Italian  guns  were  w-Jl  placed, 
and  the  Turk*  were  met  with  a  heavy 
artillery  and  rlflo  fire,  to  which  they 
replied  with  equal  energy.  It  was 
moonlight  and  the  fleet  turned  the 
searchlights  on  the  contending  forces. 
When  the  engagement  (was  at  Its 
height,  the  battleships  directed  their 
shells  so  as  to  cover  the  Island  front 
and   flank. 

For  more  than  an  hour  the  firing 
in  force  was  "continuous,  but  at 
I  o'clock  It  ceased. 

The  Turks  retired  In  good  order,  tl- 
th'.ugh  It  Is  reported  that  they  suf- 
fered heavy  loss.  Another  body  of 
Turk*  tried  to  turn  the  Italian  east- 
ern flank,  but  without  success  The 
Italian  casualties  were  slight.  The 
fleet  pursued  the  retiring  Turks  with 
a  heavy  shell  Are  until  6  o'clock  In 
the  morning.

The  looting  by  the  Arabs,  which  oc- 
curred after  the  bombardment  and  the 
disorderly  flight  of  the  Turks  was  to 
a  great  extent  the  work  of  450  crimi- 
nals left  In  prison  who  beat  down  the 
doors  and  escaped.  The  looters  made 
a  clean  sweep  of  the  Vall's  palace, 
the  public  buildings,  the  barracks  and 
the  forts.  Nothing  was  left  but  the 
bare  walls  and  a  great  litter  of  offl- 
•  clal  document*.  Even  doors  and  win- 
dow* were  removed,  and  the  powder 
magaxlnes   pillaged. 

The  Turks  appear  to  have  enormous 
supplies  of  ammunition,  guns,  rifle* 
and  projectiles.  Quantities  of  powder, 
cartridges  and  shells  have  been  re- 
covered, and  the  Italian*  have  blown 
up  three  large  powder  magaxlnes.  La- 
borers and  escaped  prisoners  are  con- 
stantly being  recaptured. 

Signs  of  loot  are  visible  on  all  aides 
In  the  Incongruous  attire  worn  by 
miserable  negroes  and  ragged  native 
illdren.  who  for  the  first  time  in 
their  Uvea  are  able  to  wear  boots, 
fezes  and  fine  clothes,  formerly  tha 
summer  uniforms  of  Turkish  soldiers. 
One  of  the  curious  sights  of  tha 
town  la  the  appearance  of  the  Turkish 
police  and  soldiers  who  have  been  en- 
rolled In  the  Italian  service,  all  ctad 
In  Turkish  uniforms  and  wearing 
Turkish  arms,  accompanying  tha 
Italian  governor  and  other  officials 
and  aiding  the  Italian  marine*  to  re- 
store order  and  arrest  criminals.

Claiming  that  tbe  method  whereby 
the  city  contemplates  widening  Dou«- 
laa  etreet  from  Humboldt  street  *o 
superior  (treat,  is  unnacassary  and 
will  cost  too  much  and  that  such  cost. 
Inatead  of  being  charged  up  to  the 
ownera,  should  be  borne  by  the  people 
at  large,  Hon.  J.  S.  Heimcken.  whose 
property  will  be  seriously  affected 
should  the  scheme  be  carried  through, 
has  again  protested  against  the  work. 
Further  he  arraigns  the  city's  method 
of  compensating  owners  whose  lands  or 
a  portion  of  them  are  taken  in  the 
widening  scheme.  To  pay  an  owner 
for  the  land  and  then  turn  around  and 
charge  him  up  for  the  amount  so  given 
in  compensation.  Is  what  Hon.  Mr. 
Heimcken  terms  "financial  Juglery" 
and  contrary  to  all  conceptions  of  hon- 
esty and  fair  dealing.  Hie  communi- 
cation to  the  council  was  read  at  last 
nights  meeting  of  the  council  and  re- 
ferred to  the  city  solicitor  without 
comment.      It    follows: 

"Gentlemen — Your  petitioner,  the 
undersigned  (J.  S.  Heimcken)  respect- 
fully deposes  that  your  'honorable  body 
of  your  own  will,  have  determined  and 
■deereed  *»y~  advertisement — and  u t h e r - 
wise  to  widen  Douglas  street  from 
Humboldt  to  Superior  street  to  one 
hundred  lloO)  feet  In  width,  and  to  do 
so  Intend  to  expropriate  a  large  por- 
tion of  my  lots.  viz.  numbered  1245  and 
1246.  by  taking  therefrom  a  strip  of 
land  60  feet  fronting  on  Belleville 
street;  running  thence  by  a  diagonal 
line  to  20  feet  on  Elliott  street,  thua 
Including  the  whole  of  their  frontage 
on  Douglas  street  and  thus  taking  away 
the  more  valuable  portion  of  this,  my 
property.  To  widen  the  road  so  greatly 
is  unnecessary:  the  cost  of  Us  con- 
struction and  maintenance  too  great 
and    unbearable.

Whatever  the  merits  of  the  proposed 
bylaw  soon  to  be  submitted  to  the  rate- 
payers authorising  the  sale  of  the  pres- 
ent market  building  and  city  hall  sites

In   this  case  as  In   the     case     of     all 
money   bylaws     a     petition     signed     by 
property   owners   representing  one-tenth 
of   the    total    assessed      values      of      the 
property    In   the  city    must   first   be   se- 
cured    requesting    the    city    council     to 
submit  the  bylaw.   The  petition   for  the 
civic  centre  measure  has  been  in  circu- 
lation for  the  past  two  days,  those  prop- 
erty  owners    who  are   usually   asked    to 
sign  aych  petitions  being  approached  In 
this  Instsnce  also.  Out  of  forty-two  own- 
ers  requested    to    sign    the   petition    but 
four    did    so    and    of    these    two    signed, 
not  because  they  favored  the  bylaw  for 
they  declared  themselves  as  opposed  to 
it,    but    because    they    were    willing    the 
bylaw     should     be     brought    before     the 
ratepayers.  Not  for  years  haa  a  like  oc- 
currence  been  recorded.

The   question   Is   one  of   the   most   lm-i 
portant  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  board 
for  many  years,  and  It  Is  hoped  that  at 
the  meeting   on  .Friday  next  there  will 
be  a  record  attendance  of  members,  as 
the  diselusslon  on  the  report  will  be  of 
great  interest.    This  is  the  only  matter 
on  the  agenda  paper  at  present. 

A  number  of  other  matters  of  minor 
Importance  were  dealt  with  at  yester- 
day's meeting  of  the  council  of  the 
board.  The  president  reported  that  on 
learning  that  efforts  were  being  made  to 
hold  a  convention  of  railway  passenger 
agents  at  Seattle  next  year,  he  had  sup- 
ported the  movement  on  behalf  of  the 
"board  and  had  extended  to  Hie  passenger  - 
agents  a  very  cordial  invitation  to  visit 
this  city.     This  action  was  approved. 

W.  D.  Scott  deputy  minister  of  agri- 
culture, Ottawa,  wrote  to  thank  the 
board  for  the  successful  manner  in 
which  the  members  of  the  British  press 
had  been  entertained  during  their  few 
hours'  visit  to  this  city  on  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 10. 

The  railway  committee  reported  on 
the  complaints  of  residents  of  Sooke  re- 
garding the  location  of  the  station  of 
the  Canadian  Northern  railway.  A  sim- 
ilar communication  having  been  for- 
warded to  the  minister  of  railways,  the 
committee  thought  that  the  board  should 
take  no  action  in  the  matter  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

The  same  committee  presented  a  re- 
port on  tha  matter  of  the  proposed  rail- 
way from  the  coast  to  tap  the  Peace 
River  country.. It  waa  considered  that  It 
would  be  unwise  for  the  board  to  re- 
commend new  public  works  of  this 
character  pending  the  advancement  of 
the  railways  already  arranged  for  or 
contemplated,  tearing  that  the  carrying 
out  of  the  present  plans  might  be  there- 
by retained. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Wilson,  president  of.  the 
board,  presided  at  the  meeting,  and 
Other  members  of  the  council  In  at- 
tendance were:  Messrs.  Simon  Lelser, 
Delbart  Hanbin.

A.  Pauline  and  D.  R.  Ker.

Inspector  Gordon  Reports  Re- 
sults of  His  Observations  on 

;  Trip  to  Attend  Convention 
at  Lincoln 


Mr  C.  R.  Gordoa,  inspector  of  factories 
In  British  Columbia.  has  lust  returned 
from  Lincoln,  Neb.,  where  he  attended  as 
official  representative  ef  this  provinee  the 
twenty-fifty  annual  convention  of  factories 
lejapaetors  of  America,  continuing  from  the 
Ilth  to  the  Jist  ultimo.  Representatives 
from  all  the  various  states  of  the  Union 
and  also  all  the  provinces  of  Canada  were 
In  attendance,  and  numerous  interesting  re- 
porte  and  papers  were  read.  In. which  con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  latest  safety 
devices  adopted  for  the  protection  of  the 
lives  and  limbo  of  factory  operaavea  Whleh 
appliances  if  properly  made  aae  ef  will  tend 
towardo  eecurteg  a  marked  diminution  in 
the    number    of   factory    accidents. 

In  a  preliminary  report  to  the  attorney- 
gsncraV  Inspector  Oerdoa  say*:  "I  also 
attended  Illustrated  lecturee  given  by  Pro- 
fessor Sweet *er  showing  safety  devices  em- 
ployed In  various  European  countries,  also 
statistical  tables  of  accidents  occuring  In 
various  Industrial  concerns.  The  .professor 
showed  one  safeguard  which  Is  much  In  use 
In  Europe,  mad  which, might  well  be  adopted 
generally  re  this  -country.  It;  consists " in 
painting  guards  and  safety  devices,  and, 
wherever  practicable,  the  moving  parts  of 
dangerous  machinery,  a  bright  red.  This 
•ervee  most  effectually  to  call  attention  to 
danger.  One  leading  matter  discussed  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  ths  convention  was  tha 
sanitation  of  factories,  and  several  valu- 
able suggestions  were  advanced  as  to 'mean* 
ot  overcoming  the  In.snltary  conditions, 
from  which  I  Isarn  there  is  considerable 
work  to  be  done  in  this  province  to  bring 
conditions  to  a  higher  standard*.  The  eub- 
Sect  of  safety  device.  Is  Indeed  a  difficult 
as  well  OS  0  technical  onn,  but  Inasmuch 
as  the  subject  has  been  assigned  to  me,  I 
hons  It  Will  not  be  considered  Immodest 
on  my  part  to  stats  that  I  consider  the 
safety  devices  provided  for  In  the  province 
of  British  Cplumbla  to  more  nearly  ap- 
proach the  Meal  safety  than  those  em- 
ployed    in   the   various  •places   that    1    have 

visited.

Uust     in     what    manner     to     regulate 
vehicular  traffic  and  particularly  motor 
•traffic    on    the    streets    of    the    city    was 
the    knotty    point    which    agitated    the 
members  of  the  city  council  for  nearly 
two  hours  last  evening   when   the   pro- 
posed amendment  to   th«  streets  bylaw 
came  up  for  consideration.    Those  mem- 
bers of  the  council  who  are  the  happy 
possessors    of    motors     objected     stren- 
uously to   tha  suggestions   made,   while 
the  others  sided  with  the  city  solicitor 
In  his   suggestion   that   there  be  estab- 
lished   certain    streets    whereon    motor 
vehicles  should  not  be  allowed  to  stand 
for  such  length  of  time  as  pleaaed  their 
owners.      The    number    of    hypothetical 
cases    which    were    advanced    as    argu- 
ments  for   and.  against    the   suggestion 
was  so  numerous  that  as  a  solution  of 
the   difficulty   the   amendments   aa   pro- 
posed   were   referred    to  a   epeclal  com- 
mltt««  composed  of  Aldermen  Langley. 
Moresby   and    the    solicitor    to   consider 
tho    various    sectlona   and   report    book. 
During   the   discussion   the   mayor  sug- 
gested that  the  rule  of  the  road  aa  in 
force  In  other  cities  e*  the  country  and 
the  United  States  might  well  be  adopt- 
ed  here  but    the   consensua  of   opinion 
waa  agalnat  him. 

Section  8  of  the  bylaw  waa  the  dis- 
puted one.  It  dennee  t*»e  term  "ob- 
struct" as  applied  to  street  traffic  and 
roads  that  tha  term  shall  mean  and 
include  "any  peraon  who  stands, 
loungero  or  loltara  upon  any  part  *  hat- 
soever  of  any  sidewalk  or  sli  et:  o» 
any  goods,  warea  or  merchandise,  or 
other  article  of  trade  or  commerce,  re- 
maining on  any  part  of  any  sidewalk 
or  street  longer  than  is  reasonably  ne- 
cessary to  expeditiously  deliver  or  re- 
move the  same  into  any  premises  or 
vehicle;  or  any  vehicle  which  stands  on 
any  part  of  any  street  except  while  ac- 
tually taking  on  or  letting  off  passen- 
gers, or  taking  on  or  delivering  goods, 
warea  or  merchandise;  or  any  gathering 
of  any  persons  for  street  preaching, 
lecturing  or  procession." 

The  question  ot  ownern  of  motor  earn 
leaving  their  vehicles  on  tha  street  at 
the  curb  while  they  transacted  business 
in  nearby  buildings  was  immediately 
raised.  The  section  Quoted  would  pre- 
vent the  present  praotlee  of  allowing 
such  motors  to  stand  for  houra  at  a 
time  along  the  streets.

In  Uie  promoting 
of  her  destiny  along  these  lines  an 
lmmens,.  duty  has  devolved  upon  the 
new  prime  minister,  in  the  carrying  of 
which  it  »s  necessary  for  him  to  sur- 
round himself  with  Hie  men  of  the  ut- 
most Integrity  who  will  have  the  in- 
terests of  their  country  at  heart  lirst. 
last  and  all  the  time.  That  he  has  suc- 
ceeded It  is  too  early  to  say  yet.  but 
It  Is  certain  that  his  nrat  act  of  power 
jp  the  creation  of  his  ministry,  con- 
taining as  it  does  such  excellent  ma- 
terial, will  go  far  towards  Illustrating 
to  thi.  pooplu  the  manner  of  govern- 
ment they  are  going  to  have.

ing Mr.  Martin  Burrell  from  this  prov- 
ince he  has  chosen  wisely.  Mr.  Bur- 
rell  enjoys  the  confidence  of  all  classes. 
He  ean  be  relied  upon  to  promote  our 
interests  to  the  utmost  of  his  well- 
known  ability.    If  ail  the  new  ministers

and    the    forests    extend    higher    up    the 
flanks.        In    the    middle    of    the    land- 
scape   there    is    the    winding    emerald- 
green    Columbia,    often    broken   by     Isl- 
ands,  some   of   them  hundreds  of  acres 
in    extent    and    either    wooded    with      or 
fringed   with    these    golden    trees.        The 
forests  are  not  uniformly  distributed.     In 
one  place  there  may  be  a  mass  of  deep 
green    broken      here    and      there    by      a 
flame   like    spray    of   gold.        In   another 
place   green   and   gold  With   an  occasion- 
al   splash   of   yellow    may    cover   a      full 
square  mile.        In   yet  another   the  slop- 
ing mountain  side  may  be  covered  with 
threads  of   green   and   gold    reaching    up 
from    the   forests  at   their   base   to  meet 
the     threads    of    silver    reaching    down 
from    the   eternal    fields    of    snow    which 
are    sharply    outlined    against    the    deep 
blue    of    the    sky.        In    other    places      a 
sudden   turn  of  the  road   may  bring  the 
traveler  to  the  verge  of  a  valley  gleam- 
ing   like    gold    in    the    sunlight,   each   of 
the  countless   millions  of  poplar  leaves 
quivering   In    the   soft   breeze  as   though 
trembling  with  a  sense  of  Its  own  love- 
liness.      Here  Is  a  lofty  peak  curtained 
with    a   cloud   of   fleecy    whiteness;    here 
is  a  lofty  valley  filled  with  snow  white 
cumuli.     As    the    road    turns    around    a 
sharp  curve  we  look  down  the  valley  for 
thirty    miles;  ss   the    motor   tops  a   hill 
we  look  up  the  valley  for  perhaps  fifty. 
To   the   right  and   left   there   are  lateral 
valleys    occasionally,      and     these     lose 
themselves   In  a     tangle     of     mountain 
peaks.     At   short     distances     the     road 
crosses  rapid  streams  of  emerald  water 
flowing   from   the  glaciers  hidden  from 
sight.      Then    above    all    was    a   sky    of 
bright  blue,  partly  covered  wl^h  clouds, 
through  the  rifts  in  which  the  sunshine 
fell  |n  great  shafts.     Here  are  the  fac- 
tors   out    of  which    this    five   thousand 
square  miles  ot  landscape  are  composed. 
Group    them  as    you    may   choose,   give 
your    imagination    free    rein,    think     of 
what  is  the  most  beautiful  combination 
of   these   elements  of  which     you     can 
conceive,  and  the  reality  will  surpass  It. 
Through   all    this   splendor    you   go   for 
mile  after   mile,    thinking   that  nothing 
can  be  more  wonderfully  beautiful  than 
what  you  have  seen,  when  suddenly  you 
rind  before  you   the  long  hill  south  of 
Sinclair  Bridge.     As  the  car  mounts  It 
slowly,   beauty   Is   piled     upon     beauty, 
splendor  upon  splendor,  glory  upon  glory 
until  you  reach  the  summit,  and  then— 
but  I  have  no  words  far  it    This  must 
bo  the  acme  of  ma)eetlo  landscape.    As 
the  car  dashed  into  the  park-like  plat- 
eau beyond  otto's  feeling  was  of  relief 
not  onlhlxed  With  humility. 

There  Is  much  to  be  said  about  this 
valley  from  the  more  proaalc  stand- 
point of  industry.  Just  now  what  I  Wish 
to  speak  of  Is  its  utilisation  by  tourists 
and  .  persons  ot  leisure.

Game  on  Queen  Charlottes — With  a 
view  to  further  enriching  the  splendid 
game  resources  of  British  Columbia  and 
to  widening  the  Held  for  sport  for  the 
Urge  numbers  of  well  known  hunters 
of  big  game  coming  to  this  province 
every  year,  the  provincial  government 
has  undertaken  the  stocking  of  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands  with  deer.  Already  sev- 
eral fine  specimens  have  been  plaved 
on  the  islands  and  more  will  be  cap- 
tured and  conveyed   there. 

Hospital  for  Insane — The  report  of 
Dr.  Doherty,  medical  superintendent  of 
the  Mental  hospital,  shows  that  at  the 
beginning  of  September  there  were  sSO 
patients  In  that  Institution.  Twenty-six 
were  admitted  during  the  month  and 
four  returned  from  probation.  One  pa- 
tient was  discharged  at  the  expiration 
of  probation,  and  three  were  transfer- 
red to  the  Vernon  branch  asylum.  Kour 
patients  died  during  the  month,  but 
none  escaped.  At  the  close  of  the  month 
there  were  668  patients  In  the  Institu- 
tion and  ninety-five  on  probation,  mak- 
ing a  total  under  treatment  of  753. 

Chinese  Immigration — With  the  ad- 
vent of  the  present  month  the  adminis- 
tration of  Chinese  Immigration  affairs 
In  Canada  pa«sed  from  the  hands  of 
the  Dominion  department  of  labor  to 
the  immigration  branch  of  the  depart- 
ment of  the  interior.  For  many  years 
the  former  department — the  customs  of 
Cansda — controlled  Chinese  Immigration 
traffic,  and  the  decision  to  transfer  this 
business  to  the  department  of  the  In- 
terior came  as  a  result  of  revelations 
of  lax  administration  made  at  the  sit- 
tings of  the  commission  of  inquiry  held 
here  and  In  Vancouver  some  months 
ago.  Notification  of  the  change  has  Just 
come  officially  to  members  of  the  serv- 
ice  In   this   province 

Killed  by  Tall — From  Albernl  comes 
word  of  a  fatal  accident  of  which  E.  S. 
Smith,  a  welllmown  Victorian,  was  the 
victim.  Mr.  Smith  was  found  unconscious 
last  Sunday  week  In  the  evening,  in  a 
yard  Jmt  beneath  a  verandah  upon 
which  he  had  been  sitting  smoking. 
Circumstances  Indicate  that  he  had 
"dosed  off"  and  thus  lost  his  balance, 
the  verandah  being  unralled.  In  falling, 
his  head  Is  supposed  to  have  struck  a 
sharp  rock  at  the  edge  of  the  footpath, 
being  badly  cut.  His  back  had  also  been 
wrenched  and  bruised,  his  Injuries  al- 
together being  such  that  he  died  the 
Tuesday  morning  following.  Just  about 
the  time  that  his  sorrowing  wife,  sum- 
moned   by    wire,    reached    Albernl. 

▼aiuouTsr  Voters — Property  owners 
and  tenants  In  Hastings  and  Sunny- 
stde,  who  have  been  somewhat  agitat- 
ed during  the  past  few  months  as  to 
whether  they  would  have  complete 
municipal  rights  a  1th  other  voters  of 
Vancouver  city  at  the  coming,  municipal 
elections  msy  set  their  minds  easy  on 
that  score.  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  attorney- 
general,  has  announced  that  the  provin- 
cial government  has  made  full  provision 
to  extend  complete  municipal  rights  to 
the  newly  annexed  districts,  and  the 
property  owners  and  tenants  wiij  vote 
on  January  18  with  the  other  civic  vot- 
ers In  Vancouver  for  mayor,  aldermen, 
trustees,  commissioners,  plebiscites  and 
money  bylaws.  Within  a  few  days  after 
the  opening  of  the  legislature  tbo  gov- 
ernment will  introduce  the  necessary 
legislation  validating  all  money  bylaws 
passed  and  legalisms  whatever  action 
the  mayor  and  city  council  may  take  in 
the  conduct  of  the  olvie  business.

The  great  change  which  has  taken 
place  among  the  women  of  India  la  the 
subject  of  an  article  In  Votes  for  Wo- 
men by  Lady  Mulr  Mackensle.  Accord- 
ing to  the  account  she  gives  western 
women  might  learn  from  those  they 
have  been  accustomed  to  consider  be- 
nighted, many  leasons  In  tolerance  and 
co-operation  as  well  as  in  efficiency. 
Lady  Mackensle  says: 

•During  the  seven  year*  I     spent     In 
India    I   witnessed   a   great   upsprlnglng 
of  new  life  amongst  the  women.  A  num- 
ber of   movements    were     set     on      foot 
which  showed  that  Indian  women,  con- 
servative though  they  are.  are  influenc- 
ed by   western   idesls.   The   founding   of 
the    Seva   Sedan    sisterhood    In    Bombay 
seemed   to   me  especially  significant.    In 
this  sisterhood.  Hindu.  Par.ee  and  Mos- 
lem women  work  together.  Thua  to  see 
women  of  conflicting  creeds  and  opinion* 
united   for  the  first  time  In  philanthro- 
pic work  Is  a  most  remarkable  develop- 
ment.   Some  of   the   sisters   visit  In   the 
hospital*  snd  slums  of  Bombay;  others 
teach  or  nur*e  the  sick  In  the  institute 
attached   to  the  .l.terheod.  One  ch.rm- 
ing  Mohammedan   woman     of     my     ac- 
quaintance  I.   obliged   to  keep     purdah, 
but   .he  help,  the  sisterhood  by   teach- 
I  ing  needlework  to  destitute  children   In 
her   own   home. 

•Another  sufferer  under  the  Hindu 
system— the  child  widow— has  of  late 
found  protection  amongst  the  educated 
women  of  her  own  country. 

•■Modern  thought  Is  influencing  the 
outlook  of  Indian  women.  Their  capa- 
city is  undoubted,  they  readily  ssslml- 
late  western  learning,  and  take  univers- 
ity degree.  In  medicine  and  literature. 
Their  courage  1.  truly  touching,  and 
If  they  deeirS  education  no  difficult!., 
daunt  them.  There  were,  up  to  the  time 
or  my  departure,  no  women",  college.

industry  upon  which  people  must  depend 
for    their   dally    bread? 

It  is  true,  of  course  that  In  our  great 
seaport  towns  we  live  by  the  products 
of  other  lands.  But  that  is  not  reason 
why  we  should  neglect  to  plant  and  gar- 
ner our  own.    •

^Conditions  Received  in  Canada 
and  Necessitate  Winter 
Training  for  Oarsmen— Who 
Will  Represent  Dominion?

The  arrival  of  the  programme  and 
regulations  of  the  Olympic  games,  which 
will  be  meld  In  Stockholm,  Sweden,  from 
June  29th  till  July  22nd,  1912  has  caused 
considerable  discussion  among  the  mem- 
bers of  local  rowing  clubs.  Entries  for 
the  rowing  events,  which  wi».  lake  place 
on  July  18th.  and  several  weeks  before 
the  latter  date  the  Canadian  crews  must 
be  selected.  A  statement  as  to  the 
definite  "composition  of  the  crews  must 
be  In  the  hands  of  the  Swedish  Olym- 
pic committee  not  later  than  July  1st. 
This  means  that  Canadian  crews  will 
liave  to  into  training  most  of  this  win- 
der ia  order  to  give  the  coaches  an  op- 
portuslty  to  pick  the  men  who  will  com- 
pete  In    the    Olympiad. 

The  Conditions 
There  are  four  rowing  events: 
Eights,  outriggers,    with    cox. 
Fours,  outriggers,  with  cox. 
Fours,    lnriggers,    sliding    seats,    with 
cox    In    accordance    with    the      Swedish 
Bowing  Association's   special   definition. 

Single  sculls. 
.  The  maximum,  number  of  entries  from 
each  nation  for  each  event  is  two.  The 
prises  in  the  single  sculls  are:  First, 
gold  Olympic  medal;  second.  silver 
Olympic  medal.  The  prists  in  the  other 
three  events  are:  First,  diploma  to  the 
winning  orew  and  silver  gilt  Olympic 
medal  to  each  member  of  the  crew;  sec- 
ond, silver  Olympic  medal  to  eaoh  mem- 
ber of  the  crew.  The  winning  eight  will 
get  the  Brunetta  Challenge  Cup.  (Statu- 
ette of  Pallas  Athenae)  which  ie  now 
held  by  the  Leander  Club,  Great  Britain. 
Tbe  length  of  the  course  In  all  events 
is  1,000  metres,  or  about  one  and  a  quar- 
ter miles. 

So  far  as  Canada  is  concerned  tbe 
four-oared  races  are  eliminated.  Cox- 
swains In  fours  are  no  longer  used  in 
this  country,  and  lnrlgged  boats  are  a 
curiosity. 

Who  will  Bepreseat  Canada? 
Who    will    represent    Canada      in     the 
eight-oared  race?  The  answer  Is  easy  to 
give,  tbe  Argonaut  Rawing  Club,  of  To- 
ronto, or   tha  Ottawa  Bowing  Club,   of 


Ottawa,  or  perhaps  both.  These  are  the 
only  clube  In  Canada  which  would  bavs 
a  ohance  in  winning  In  tha  Olympiad. 
Tag  Ottawa  crew  a»*a  a  jan*  account 
of  themselves  at  Henley  this  year,  and 
showed  they  are  fit  to  compete  at  Stock- 
holm by  their  ^victory  near  the  famous, 
Belgians.  The  Argonaut  crew  won  the 
championship  i*$  America  and  Canadjt. 
this  season,  and  warn  naVer  headed  in  fL 
race.  All  tha  members  of  tha  Argonaut 
crew  are  In  Toronjto  at  present,  except 
the  stroke.  Geoffrey  Taylor,  who  is  In 
Northern  Ontario.  Sinclair,  Gale.  Ban- 
croft. Wright,  and  Murphy  are  playing 
football  and  should  be  In  excellent  con- 
dition when  tha  season  is  over.  It  will 
not  be  long  after  the  footballs  are  put 
away  till  the  men  will  be  on  the  rowing 
machines  1n  winter  quarters.  There  is 
only  one  championship  sculler  in  Canada 
at  present.  E.  B.  Butler,  of  the  Argo- 
nauts, unless  Lou  8choles  or  John  O'- 
Neill determine  to  sit  in  their  shells 
again,  which  is  very  unlikely.

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Bullock  Sentenced  to  Six 
Months  for  Attempting  to 
Extort  Money  by  Threaten- 
ing to  Bring  Prosecution 


Frederick  Bullock,  the  Informer  In  the 
navy  case,  was  sentenced  to  six  months' 
Imprisonment  by  Judge  Larapman-  la 
the  country  court  yesterday,  when  found 
guilty  of  the  charge  of  attempting  to 
extort  money  from  Mr.  C.  J.  V.  Sprat t 
by  threatening  to  bring  criminal  prose- 
cution. Mr.  Pooley,  K.C..  hlB  counsel, 
gave  notice  that  he  Intended  to  make 
an   appeal    to    the    supreme   court. 

When    asked    if    he    had    anything    to 
nay   before  sentence  was  passed   Bullock 
made    a    long     statement,     und     pleaded 
for    clemency    on    the    ground     tliat    his 
family    would    have    no    means    of    sup- 
port  if   he    was    taken   away.        He  said: 
"I    stand  in    this   position   as  a   result  of 
being    forced    to    be   a    chief    witness    in 
these   criminal   prosecutions,  and   it   was 
due    to    no    wish    of    my    own    that    I    be- 
came   the    chief    witness.     It     should    be 
evident    to    anyone    that    as    I    was      the 
chief   witness   there   was  some   reason   to 
net    me    out   of    the    way,   And    again    and 
again,    Innumerable      times,      offers     of 
money    were    made    to    me   in    the   effort 
to   get   me   out   of   the  country.    But   they 
cuv  'jred    up    their    tracks      well. 
The>    offered   me   from   $2000   to  $10,000  — 
yes,     sir,     as     much     as    $10,000 — to     get 
■  ue    t,i   Wmvm   I  he  city  hii   that    I  avoulil   not 
give    evidence.    The    evidence    I    gave    In 
one    case    resulted    In    a   conviction,    and 
I    am    sure    the    result    would    have    been 
tile  same  in   the  other  case,   If   the   thing 
had   not    been   arranged   the   way   It  was. 
By   some   fluke   or   other   the   grand   Jury 
saw   tit  to   bring  in  a  'No   Bill.'   And   had 
that    case    been    brought    before    a    petty 
jury   there   would    have   been   a  different 
result.    It    would    have    resulted    ,in    the 
conviction   of  these  men.  They  now  And 
it   necessary    to  convict   me   so   that   my 
evidence    may    be '  weakened    In    further 
prosecutions.  for  this  thing  has  not  been 
ended.   No,  sir.   There     will   be  more  yet. 
What    I    say    is,    that    every    bit    of    evi- 
dence   I    have    given    has    been    truthful, 
and    what    have    they    done?    They    have 
tried    to    crush    me.    They    scoured    the 
country    to    llnd    something    against    me. 
They    raked    up    things    a    quarter    cen- 
tury back,  and  I  claim  I  had  no  chance 
to    refute    this.    It    is  a    matter   of   great 
expense  to  get  witnesses  on  these  things 
a   long    time    back. 

"They  say  that  I  was  giving  this  In- 
formation to  put  me  In  a  position  to 
get  hush  money.  Why,  your  honor,  I 
couldn't  go  into  the  navy  yard,  where 
I  was  employed,  without  having  people 
come  to  see  if  I  wouldn't  take  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  money  and  leave  the 
country  and  leave  these  people  alone.  I

Wants  Benteace  ■ggymtft 
"ISO,"  wont  on  Bullock,  "I  am  not 
making  a  plea,  of  not  guilty.  No,  sir;  I 
can't  do  that  at  this  late  hour.  I  was 
going  to  show  you  about  Dr.  Bechtel. 
I  helped  him  In  hi*  practice,  and  sent 
patients  to  him.  I  had  him  to  attend  my 
little  girl,  and  my  child  died  when  Or. 
Bechtel  went  away  the  night  before  to 
California.  Yat  I  never  brought  thla  up 
against  him.  I  am  the  sole  support  of 
my  family,  and  they  haye.no  means  of 
sustaining  themselves  if  I  am  taken 
away.  I  had  no  Interest  in  committing 
this  act.  and  I'm  surprised  you  have  so 
found.  I  ask  you  to  suspend  sentence- 
It  was  only  because  I  had  to  come  Into' 
the  case  as  principal  witness  that  I 
stsnd   where  I   do  today." 

Judge  Lamp  urn  n  looked  up  the  code 
to  see  whether  power  was  given  to  al- 
low of  a  suspended  sentence  and  found 
that  the  power  was  not  given  him.  Mr. 
Pooley  asked  that  a  case  be  reserved 
for  appeal,  which  Judaa  UmDiiian  re- 
fused and  notice  that  an  appeal  would 
be  made  to  a   higher  court  was  given. 

Bullock  was  then  asked  to  stand  up. 
and  Judge  Lampman  said:  "You  under- 
stand that  this  is  a  serious  charge,  it 
Is  an  offence  against  the  ends  of  justice, 
as  perjury  and  bribery,  and  the  extreme 
penalty  is  seven  years  imprisonment.  If 
it  were  not  that  you  had  rendered  valu- 
ahle  services  to  the,  crowa  and. the  naval _ 
authorities  In  suppressing  an  illicit 
traffic,  and  frauds  against  the  customs, 
I  would  h«v»  u 1 ven  ymi  a  Innrrr  aen- 
tenoe  than  I  intend  to.  The  sentence  Is 
that  you  be  Imprisoned  for  six  months." 
Yesterday's  Session 
When  the  caae  was  resumed  yester- 
day morning  Mr.  Moresby  gave  evidence 
regarding  conversations  with  Mr.  1'eters 
by  telephone  relative  to  the  claims  of 
Buttock,  and  Mr.  Aikman  then  offered 
evidence  to  show  that  the  charge 
brought  against  Bullock  of  stealing 
canvns  while  It  had  heen  withdrawn  was 
one  in  which  it  would  l^ye  been  shown 
Bullock  was  guilty.  Sir.  Savage,  hook- 
keeper  of  the  Victoria  Machinery  Depot, 
was  called,  but  Judge  Lampman  declin- 
ed  to  admit  the  evidence. 

Mr.  Peters  asked  to  make  a  statement. 
to  which  Mr.  Aikman  objected,  and  was 
overruled.  lie  said  that  he  had  never 
suggested  anything  In  the  nature  of  a 
compromise  in  his  telephone  message  to 
Mr.  Moresby,  and  Mr.  Moresby  was  mis- 
taken  If  he   thought    so. 

Mr.  Pooley  then  addressed  the  court 
for  the  defence,  holding  that  Bullock 
throughout  was  seeking  to  obtain  money 
he  was  entitled  to  as  compensation  for 
malicious  prosecution,  and  not  trying  to 
extort  money.  He  had  given  information 
to  Lieut.  Hodgson  as  long  ago  as  April 
8th.  and  since  then  the  object  of  the 
prosecution  was  to  get  rid  of  Bullock, 
to  get  him  out  of  the  country  as  he  was 
the     principal      witness     against     them. 


They  had  taken  proceedings  against 
him  for  stealing  canvas  and  this  charge 
had  been  dismissed.  They  had  then  tried 
to  got  him  into  a  trap,  had  inveigled 
him  to  Mr.  Spratt's  office  and  Induced 
him  to  writs  a  letter  which  Mr.  Bpratt 
bad  seised  and  pat  In  bis  safe.  Then 
Dr.  Bechtel  had  Induced  Bullock  .to  go 
to  his  father's  house  and  arranged  with 
his  friend.  Mr.  White,  to  go  there  and 
listen  to  the  conversation. 

"They  were  try  lag  to  lay  Bullock  by  the 
heels,"  said  Mr.  Pooley.  "That's  what  this 
honorable  crew  of  prosecutors  were  doing."

This  was 
not  el  case  of  blackmail.  The  whole  thing 
srose  out  or  his  prosecution  by  the  Vic- 
toria Machinery  depot,  all  this  effort  to 
drive  him  out  of  the  country.  First  they 
got  this  letter,  then  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
White.  Till*  wss  ^considered'  so  Important

SAN  FRANCISCO.  <">rt  10.— Captain 
Pearson,  of  the  Bchooner  Mary  Dodjre, 
here  from  the  Marshall  islands,  brought 
back  a  small  cargo  of  copra  and  a  tale 
of  woe.  From  the  time  the  schooner 
left  San  Francisco,  the  captain  says, 
until  her  return  the  crew  ran  the  ship 
to  suit  themselves.  The  mate,  says  the 
skipper,  sided  with  the  crew.  They 
laughed  at  his  orders  in  the  daytime, 
and  at  night  made  so  much  noise  that 
he  couldn"t  sleep.  The  cook  was  loyal 
until  the  return  trip,  when,  as  the  cap- 
tain said,  "they  took  him  away  from 
rne." 

The  schooner  was  forty-two  days 
making  the  run  to  Jalult,  and  when  she 
arrived  there  the  skipper  was  a  nervous 
wreck.  He  expected  to  have  a  nice  rest 
and  restore  some  of  his  Injured  dignity, 
but  alas!    for    his   hopes. 

"The  German  officials  In  charge 
there,'"  said  the  skipper,  "took  full 
charge  of  me,  the  ship  and  the  crew.

The  Mary  Dodge  was  at  Jaullt  Ave 
weeks.  The  mate  Quit  the  ship  and  the 
captain  had  to  put  up  a  bond  to  Insure 
the  German  government  against  his  re- 
maining In  the  Marshall  islands.  The 
loss  of  the  mate  left  him  short-handed, 
and  he  had  to  ship  two  natives.  Before 
he  could  get  these  chocolate-colored 
mariners  he  had  to  put  up  two  heavy 
bonds  as  a  guarantee  that  they  would 
be  returned  to  Jauilt.  These  bonds  ate 
up   the   profits   of   the   voyage.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  Oct.  10.— In  a  part- 
ly disabled  condition  and  with  a  crowd 
of.  nervous  pasaengera  aboard,  the 
steamer  City  of  Panama,  which  aalled 
for  Central  American  ports  over  a  week 
ago,  returned  to  port  yesterday  t0  re- 
pair the  damage  done  by  a  storm  off 
the  coast  of  Southern  California. 

The  gale,  according  to  the  officers, 
was  the  worst  experienced  in  16  years. 
Much  of  the  deck  cargo  was  swept  over- 
board by  the  ae'ae.  Mrs.  Maris  Carplo 
was  swept  out  of  her  room  by  a  wsve 
that  broke  through  a  weakened  bulk- 
head, and  was  rescued  on  the  deck  by 
sailors. 

The  vessel,  which  belongs  to  the  Pa- 
cific Mail  fleet  and  is  an  old  timer  In 
the  service  sailed  for  Anoon  on  Sep- 
tember M.  The  storm  blew  up  o».lh« 
night  of  October  3  and  lasted,  It  hours. 
A  message  for  help  was  sent  out  by 
wireless,  but  by  the  time  the  revenue 
cutter  McCullocn  had  responded  from 
Ban  Diego  the  worst  was^  over.  Among 
the  injuries  reported  were  the  loss  of 
lifeboats,  tho  crippling  of  the  steering 
fear  and  the  smashing  in  of  the.  upper 
deck  cabins.  During  the  .Storm  the 
passengers  gathered  in  the  saloon  for 
prayer.  Their  courage  was  highly  com- 
mended by  Capt.  Roger  Alman.

SEATTLE,  Oct.  10. — Found  guilty  of 
violation  of  the  federal  statute  govern- 
ing navigation  of  steamships*  of  un- 
skillfulness  and  negligence,  Capt.  Mar- 
tin Taaffe  of  the  Ramona,  which  was 
wrecked  September  1  off  Spanish  island, 
yesterday  was  ordered  auspended  for 
six  months  by  United  States  Inspectors 
Thomas  P.  Deerlng  and  Carl  L»ehners. 
Chief  Engineer  Herbert  A.  Tucker  of 
the  same  ship,  slso  was  found  guilty 
of  negligence  and  violation  of  federal 
law  and  suspended  for  21  days. 

The  charges  laid  against  Capt. 
Taaffe  hinged  upon  tho  *ect  that  ho 
navigated  the  steamship  at  full  speed 
through  a  dense  fog  In  a  dangerous 
passage.  He  was  also  charged  with 
neglecting  to  avail  himself  of  his  deep 
sea  load  to  warn  him  of  approaching 
danger. 

The  chief  engineer  was  principally 
charged  with  not  closing  the  water- 
tight bulkhead  doors  to  cheek  the  in- 
coming water.  * 


The  wholesale  slaughter  of  the  wild 
animals  of  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver 
Island  Is  reported  by  -recent  arrival* 
from  Nootka  Sound.  Deer,  wolves,  mar- 
ten, mink,  an  fact  everything  looae  on 
four  legs,  are  being  killed  indiscrimin- 
ately. The  Indians  who  depend  largely 
on  the  deer  and  other  game  for  their 
winter  food,  are  Indignant.  It  is  said 
that  the  sltuatloa  Is  so  serious  that 
the  natives  are  likely  to  cause  trouble 
unless  something  is  done  immediately 
to  put  a  stop  to  these  depredations. 

Those  responsible,  while  their  names 
are  not  known,  come  from  the  American 
aide  every  fall.  Taking  the  ateamer  at 
this  point  they  establish  their  head- 
quarters at  Nootka,  setting  out  from 
there  along  the  cosst.  Killing  a  deer 
they  manufacture  poisoned  balls  of 
meat.  prepar%H>ln  such  ||impting  fashion 
as  to  be  Irreelatable  to<fhe  wild  animals. 
These  are  placed  on  the  top  of  a  etlck 
firmly  bedded  In  the  ground.  En  route 
north  these  men  leave  a  atrlng  of  such 
traps  and  coming  back  they  collect  a 
miscellaneous  lot  of  spoil. 

The  wolves  are  taken  to  the  govern- 
ment office,  where  the  bounty  la  secur- 
ed. With  their  skins  and  all  the  fur  of 
any  value  that  may  have  been  obtained 
through  their  Illegal  lnduatry  the  mur- 
auders  return  to  Washington  state, 
where,  no  doubt,  they  dispose  of  them 
to  advantage. 

This  practice.  It  is  asserted,  has  been 
a  regular  thing  for  three  years  and  re- 
ports have  been  received  that  it  Is  the 
intention  of  the  same  parties  to  under- 
take the  same  enterprise  again.  Hence 
the  unrest  among  the  Indians  who  have 
visions  of  the  rapid  diminution  of  deer 
meat,  something  which  heretofore  they 
have  been  able  to  shoot  any  time  within 
a  few   feet  from   their  domiciles.

Structure  will  be  Unique  in 
Character  in  Western  Can- 
ada—Story of  Historical 
Place  of  Worship 

Tenders  will  ahorUy  be  called' for  the 

superstructure  of  St.  John's  Angll.an 
church,  for  which  the  excavations  have 
been  in  progress  for  some  months,  and 
the  contract  was  recently  let  for  the 
foundations.  The  site  for  the  new 
church  is  the  N.E.  corner  of  Quadra  and 
Mason  streets. 

As  the  old  Iron  church  on  Douglas 
street  Is  the  oldest  church  In  the  diocese, 
It  Is  only  right  that  the  new  St.  John's 
should  be  the  flrst  complete  example  of 
English  church  architecture  In  western 
Canada  and  In  fact,  oh  'bis  part  of  the 
racluc  coast.  It  fs  plan  ied  to  give  ac- 
commodation for  700  worshippers,  with 
a  senoolroom  below  to  accommodate 
about  4i«i>.  and  it  is  b  >peu  LJiat  If  pre- 
sent estimates  are  reliable  to  have  It 
completed  with  oak  furnishings  through- 
out, with  an  enlarged  organ  eo.ua!  to 
any  In  Canada  and  possibly  a  peal  of 
bells.  It  will  be  heated  by  Indirect 
steam  heat,  the  warmed  ulr  being  driven 
into  the  building  through  numerous 
small  vents  under  every  sent  by  an  elec- 
tric fan,  and  the  foul  air  extracted 
through  special  vent  flue-;.  It  will  of 
course,  be  lighted  by  electricity  and  will 
also  tie  fitted  with  a  complete  vacuum 
cleaning  plant.  The  old  church  already 
possesses  jsuium  stained  glass  memorial 
windows,  and  others  are  already  being 
bespoken  for  the  new  church,  by  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation,  as  also  other 
offers  of  chinch  furniture,  and  a  "cash 
contribution    towards   the  bells. 

The  exterior  of  the  church  as  at  pre- 
sent arranged  will  lie  finished  in  red 
brick  and  stone  dressings,  or  If  pos- 
sible with  rock-faced,  coursed  sandstone 
with  a  roof  covering  af%  green  Welsh 
slates,  the  Interior  will  be  finished  In 
light  grey  silica  brick.  There  will  be 
a  tower  and  spire  rising  to  a  height  of 
180  feet  above  the  roadway,  the  latter 
being   of   wood      covered    with    copper. 

It  Is  not  expected  that  the  building 
will  be  ready  for  consecration  before 
the  end  of  next  year. 

Historical  Structure 
With  the  building  operations  of  the 
new  8t.  John's  church  now  practically 
In  progress,  the  minds  of  a  good  many 
old  timers  in  this  city  have  been  taken 
back  to  the  spring  of  1860,  when  on  the 
13th  of  April  the  formal  dedication  of 
the  old  church  took  place.  Although 
the  present  cathedral  was  built  some 
five  years  previously  it  was  not  con- 
secrated at  the  time  that  St.  John's 
church  was  built,  so  that  the  latter  van 
lay  claim  to  the  proud  distinction  of 
being  the  oldest  church  building  In 
British  Columbia,  as  Its  present  rector. 
Rev.  Perdval  Jenns  Is  the  oldest  ordain- 
ed clertymai  In  the  AnglYcan  church  iiT 
B.  C.  The  actual  church  building  was 
presented  by  that  .devout  and  libera! 
daughter  of  the  church.  Baroness  Bur- 
dette-Coutts.  It  was  sent  out  In  pleves 
and  built  upon  foundations  made  of 
piers  of  brick  underlaid  and  capped  with 
Halt  Spring  Island  stone,  thus  bringing 
th  <  Old  and  th«  New  into  Juxt  apositlon 
The  building  was  erected  on  what  is  now 
known  as  the  corner  of  Fisguard  and 
Douglas  streets,  the  land  being  then 
covered  with  large  trees. 

With  considerable  ceremony  the  Btone 
Was  laid  by  Hla  Excellency  Governor 
Douglaa,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Victoria  turning  out  to  witness 
the  ceremony.  The  committee,  it  la  in- 
teresting to  remember,  assembled  at  the 
house  of  Captain  Dodd,  where  the  Gov- 
ernor waa  received,  and  as  he  stepped 
upon  the  church  ground  the  hand  of 
H.  M.  8.  Topax  burst  Into  the  triumphant 
atralns  of  the  National  Anthem.  The 
service  read  was  that  complied  by  Bish- 
op Hills,  when  In  England  for  the  lay- 
ing of  the  corner  stone  of  St.  John's 
church.  Great  Yarrow,  bis  old  parish. 
Rev.  E.  Cridge,  then  rector  of  Christ 
church,  also  took  part  in  the  service, 
the  musical  part  of  which  waa  sustained 
by  a  choir  composed  of  ship's  boys 
from  H.  M.  S.  Gangea,  and  several  gen- 
tlemen who  had  volunteered  their  ser- 
vices. -L 

Home  of  Christian   People 

The  trowel,  mallet  and  square  were 
handed  to  His  Excellency,  by  Bishop 
Hills,  who  then  proceeded  to  formally 
lay  the  atone.  Later  on.  His  Excellency 
in  the  course  of  an  address,  made  an  in- 
teresting reference  to  the  fact  that  when 
a  few  years  before  he  had-  landed  on 
the  ahores  of  the  Island,  he  had  sought 
In  vain  for  any  work  of  art — any  trace 
of  the  presence  of  civllxed  man. 
But  It  had  now  become  the  home  of 
Christian  people.  .ie  alao  paid  a  warm . 
tribute  to  the  good  work  don*  by  Bishop 
Hills,  who  made  a  feeling  reply,  and' 
later  dismissed  the  congregation  with 
hla  blessing. 

The  formal  consecration  of  the  church 
took  place  on  September  13.  in  the  same 
year,  and  a*  time  want  on  the  building 
waa  Improved  In  different  waya.  The 
jubilee  of  the  church  waa  celebrated 
In  September  of  last  year. 

The  first  rector  of  the  church  waa 
Rev.  J.  J.  Dundas,  who  held  the  Incum- 
bency from  1860  to  8166,  when  he  re- 
turned to  the  014  Country.  The  pre- 
sent rector,  Rev.  Perclval  Jetins  as  be- 
fore stated,  may  claim  the  distinction 
Of  being  the  oldest  Anglican  clergyman 
In  B.  C.  Born  in  London  in  the  year 
1814,  thre#  years  before  the  Coronation 
of  Queen  Victoria.  Mr.  Jenns  waa  curate 
for  a  while  at  St.  Paul's  church,  West- 
minster rood,  whore  ho  waa  brought 
cloaely  In  contact  with  great'  poverty. 
He  ©erne  out  to  British  Columbia  by  way 
of  the  Horn,  the  Journey  occupying  four 
*nd  a  half  ma  wis.  With  the  Intention 
of  rettlMg  at  Hop's. 

He  found  on  hla  arrival  there,  how- 
aver,  that  It  only  contained  seven  fam- 
ilies, who  were  not  capable  of  support- 
ing a  clergymen,  ao  ha  proceeded  to 
New  Westminster  whore  he  stayed  for  a 
Urn*,  being  afterwards  transferred  to 
Nana! mo.

"Trusty's"   AoUon  Will  bead  Si 
ligation    at    Polios    Station 

As  the  result  of  the  evidence  given 
by  Thoa.  Wilson,  a  "treaty"  In  the  lo- 
cal Jail,  who  nppenred  In  the  police 
court  yesterday  charged  with  theft 
while  in  an  Inebriated  condition.  Magis- 
trate Jay  gave  Instructions  that  '  the 
chief  of  police  bo  notified  of  the  affair, 
in  order  that  en  investigation  might  bo 
made.  Wilson  was  convicted  on  the  4  th 
Inst,  and  while  serving  his  time  in  the 
jail,  because  of  hi*  previous  honest 
character,  was  allowed  the  duties  of 
"trusty." 

A  bottle  of  gin  was  left  in  one  of 
the  lookers  at  the  barracks  where  the 
trusty  was  working,  and  thereby  hangs 
a  tale. 

Constable  Brogan  who  Is  minus  a  two 
dollar    bill    because    of    the    theft    was 
on   barracka  duty  at    the  time,  and  be- 
cause of  tbls  he  had  left  his  money  and 
watch  In  his  civilian  clothes  which  were 
hanging  in    his   locker.    He    had    noticed 
the    accused    working    about    the    place 
during    the   afternoon    but   had    not   paid 
very  much  attention  to  him  at  the  time. 
A    short    time    later    with    Soffit,    Beck- 
ton    Constable    Brogan    had    entered    the 
recreation    room    in     the    barracks,    and 
after    being    in    th^t    place    a    few    min- 
utes was  surprised  to  notice  th*  aooneed 
"trusty"    enter    the    room    and    collapse 
in  a  drunken  state  on  the  floor.  The  of- 
ficers  Immediately    carried  him   to  a  cell 
below.     A     later     Investigation     rcvelade 
the    fact   that    Brogan'a    locker  had   been 
broken    open,    und    9i,T0    taken    from    the 
pocket    of    the    trousers.    Wilson    was   at 
once  suspected  and   when  searched  a  one 
dollar    bill    was    found   on   his   person.   At 
this   time   the   prisoner   In   the  cell   "next 
iToor*"'  T>roauoefl  sr  dime  anrt  two  nickels  --■ 
which  he  claimed  that  Wilson  had  given 
iii.n  a  few  minutes  before.  On  searching 
the    premises    later     the    officers    found 
31.50    under   a   paper   on    the    window    sill 
in    the   dinlgroom,      but      a     two     dollar 
bill    is   still    missing. 

When   the  accused   entered   the   box    in 
his    own    defence    he    told    the    court    an 
interesting  story  of  how   he  had  obtain- 
ed   two   flasks   of   whisky,    the   consump- 
tion  of   which  along   with   the   gin   was 
the  cause  of  his  drunkenness.  He  admit- 
ted  having  been   intoxicated   but  denied 
taking  the  money.  Regarding  the  liquor, 
he   said   he   had   given  a   passerby  a  one 
dollar    bill    for    the    purpose    of    getting 
the    flasks   of   whisky.    His   "friend"   bad 
returned    to    the   barracks  a  short   time 
later  with  the   liquor  which  he  succeed- 
ed  In  taking  into  the  barracks,  and  had 
there   drank    It.    In   answer   to   questions 
from    the   prosecution      Wilson      claimed 
that  he  did  not  know  the  name,  address 
or    occupation    of    the    "passerby."    who 
had   obtained    the   whisky.    He   said   that 
he  previously  had  the  dollar  with  which 
he   had   bought   the   whisky,   but   In  ans- 
wer  to   this   was   reminded   by   the   city 
prosecutor    that      when      he      had      been 
searched  at  the  time  of  his  arrest  there 
was    not    even    one    cent    found    on   his 
person. 

His  story  aroused  suspicion  and  as 
the  result  of  the  maatetrate's  orders, 
an  Investigation  of  the  affair  will  likely 
be  made  shortly.  There  was  no  doubt 
left  In  the  mind  of  the  court  but  that 
the  accused  was  guilty  of  the  theft  and 
In  this  event  two  months  at  hard  labor 
was  added  to  the  term  which  he  is  at 
present  serving.

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NEW     YORK'    Oct     IS.— Quotations 

held  steady  throughout  an  \  unusual !y 
prosaic  session  of  the  stock  exchange. 
There  seemed  to  be  no  business,  and 
nothing  to  attract  business.  The  only 
appearance  of  activity  was  In  the  first 
hour,  when  prices  rose  generally.  The 
rise  was  only  fractional  In  the  active 
dharts,  except  In  the  eases  of  Union  Pa- 
cific i  ua  Lehigh  Va'ley,  eaelk  of  which 
tfiilped  a  point.  It  Is  probable  that  the 
buying  which  prompted  the  rise  was  In 
the  nature  of  a  demonstration  against 
short  interests.  The  .movement  was  not 
effective,  and  the  market  soon  fell  back. 

Among  the  less  active  issues,  Norfolk 
and  Western  was  conapleuously  strong, 
with  a  8  point  gain.  Several  of  the 
southern  railroads  continued  yesterday's 
upward  movement,  but  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  and  Louisville  and  Nashville,  which 
led  in  the  advance,  fell  bacK  sharply  to- 
day. AUis-Clialmers  preferred,  after  Its 
recent  heavy  break,  moved  upward  slow- 
ly today,  but  the  bonds  showed  further 
heaviness.

In  August  the  English  clubs  discover- 
ed th*  alleged  conspiracy  of  stevedores 
and  exporters  when  the  exporters  start- 
ed an  Independent  stevedore  company 
with  the  purpose  of  making  an  open 
shop,  and  the  union  officers  retaliated 
by  an  expose' of  the  system.  As  a  result 
of  the  expose,  three  ships  have  since 
been  chartered  with  "owner's  steve- 
dores," which  allows  the  owners  to 
select  the  stevedore  and  the  latter  is 
under  ne  obligation  to  the  exporter  If 
he   gets    the  job   of   loading.  , 

At  a  meeting  recently  held  and  at- 
tended by  exporters  and  members  of 
the  chamber  of  commerce.  It  wss  stated 
that  to  secure  .Portland's  proportion  of 
the  Panama  canal  trade,  something 
must  be  done  to  reduce  the  port 
charges.  At  this  meeting  a  stevedore 
was  summoned  and  requested  to  throw 
some  light  on  .stevedore  charges. 

The  chairman  of  the  meeting  asked 
the  stevedore  the  cost  of  a  gang  of  men 
and  how  much  they  stoved  away  In  a 
day.  Roughly,  th*  stevedore's  expense 
was  |75  a  day.  and  his  charge  against 
the  ship  for  loading  600  tons  was  $180. 
The  chairman  gasped  at  what  appeared 
to  be  over  100  per  cent' profit.  Then  tha 
stevedore  explained  that  40  per  -cent  st 
the  *iso.  a  matter  of  $72,  went  to  tha 
exporter,  leaving  th*  stevedore  $13 
profit  This  threw  an  entirely  "liferent 
light  on  the  stevedoring  charges  and 
came  as  a  bombshell  into  th*  meet* 
lng. 

Following  this  have  come  government 
officials  who  bay*  been  making  Investi- 
gations Into  the  situation.  It  is  said 
that  the  "blow back"  or  •'rebate"  ar 
•tribute"  or  "commission,"  whatever 
namd  appliee  to  the  40  per  cent  tha 
stevedore  is  said  t<5  bsve  given  «»a  as-  . 
porter,  "comes  under1  tha  ftesiT  ot~m~Trf»Z" 
latlon  of  the  Sherman  anti-trust  law, 
and  is  In  restraint  ot  trade,  and  that 
the  stevedores  and  exporters  can  on- 
sued  criminally  ss  wall  as  civilly.  it 
is  this  phase  of  the  situation  which 
may  have  brought  government  agents  to 
Portland.  The  union  officers  intimated 
that  something  of  th*  kind  might  de- 
velop several  weeks  ago. 

If  the  English  clubs  begin  suit  which 
has  been  freely  rumored  of  lata,  they 
are  expected  to  try  to  recover  the  40 
per  cent  which  His  been  charged  since 
about  1891,  snd  this  will  amount  In 
this  port  to  practically  $1,000,000  or 
more.  f
